Dear Sir : I write to inform you of

the discove ry of a stream of Oil near
this place, a few weeks since.

I:i tho norih-euslcr- ti part of our
county, (Venango,) theru is a small
creek, called Oil creek so called from
tho abundance of "Senect Oil" found
on its waters. Ihe collecting of this
oil from tho creek, has, for many
years, been a business of no small ex
tent among the iuuabitants of that
part of tho county. As tho oil went
into market, it was found lo bo very
useful in many ways, and tho demand
f- r it bus continually been increasing.

The usual way of collecting it, was,
to obstruct (he oil on ihe surface of
the water, by building a dam so as to
allow the water to pass oil' under the
dam. When a quantity oil had thus
collected, it was taken up by spreading
woolen blankets on tho water, which
absorbed tho oil. This method of ob
taining it being very tedious, and the
demand great, persons were induced
to seek some means of obtaining it
more easily, aim in greater quanti
ties.

For this end a company was formed
and boring an Artesian well on Oil
creek, near Titusvilft in this county

about thirty miles from this pluce.
When they had bored about seventy
feet, tho uuger Middeiieniy dropped
about two feet. A pump was iuiine
diately set to work, and tho well has,
from that time, been yielding fifty

true. The extent of this s'ream, no
one can tell, but it is s :pposed to ho
a river of oil. The excitement just
now, is great amounting to an "oil
fever." Wo hear iton the streets con-
tinually, "oil. oil." Land along the
crocks and Alleghany river is incrcas
nig in value, particularly where oil
springs are luuiul. A largo company
lias been formed here, for the purpose
of sinkin.r an litesian wi ll in this
place, at or near tho Allcuhuny, where
oil springs abound, equal to any in the
county.

It is nclually true that a well sev
enty leet deep is yielding a thousand
dollars worth of oil daily ('21 hours.')

We hope the rranklm company
vi:i lie successlul. It is helieved that

there is a mine, of untold wealth be-

neath us, equal, if not superior to the
d gold mines ol Oaliloiiiia.

1 do not know that this oil has ever
been found except in this part, and
along the Alleghany river.

Moucham
then told him it was not their object
lo shed blood, but simply to arm the
slaves and march them out of the
country, nnd that he intended to do so
as long as lift) lasted ; ho also stated
to '. that if he was not a friend of the
cause, ho hud placed himself in bis
(I'M power, and it would brt death
for his character to be known in Mem-
phis, 'aimer replied that witness
needn't fear ; that he had made no
disclosures; that ho had always been
a friend to Northern men, mid if ho
(Mciithutn,) got into a dilllctilty on
account of being a Northern man, he
should receive all the assistance in his
power. Next day Meacham met Dr.
I', in the bar room of the same house,
and recommenced conversation on
tho same subject. Tho Dr. informed

in that he could have no further
communication in regard to thn mat-
ter ; that he had better go back homo
and lpo at something else.

These interviews diil not elicit any
thing, to be sure, but it is more than

robuhlo that 'aimer, who is said to
be, in Thatcher's letter, a keen, shrewd
man, was not to be caught so easily,
especially when Brown was in limbo
and very likely to swing for his pains.

W iso in the same con-
dition, in which it was found, It was
enclosed in a largo docuinent-lik- en-

velope, addressed to "Captain John
Drown, Harper's Ferry, Vn." and in
one corner was "Politeness of Mr.
Horner to bo delivered in person."

Thatchers Letter.
Mi'.Mriiis, Tenn., Oct. 3, 18."9.

To Capt. A. llrown, Gen' I Commander'
of Provisional Govern- -

vicnt of U. S. A.
Dkab Cut.: I have just completed

my tour through the Southern States,
mid am now on my way to Kentucky.
In my last letter to you I mentioned
lhati should give the States of Ten.
nessco and Arkansas a thorough
scouring. I did so, and am satisfied
that of all the States of the South,
Tennessee and Arkansas arc tho best
fitted to make the first strike, in.
Those two Slates have but few whites

their freedom ; while luo largo n,.i.- - ,

of tho whites are against slavery, and
will be ready to assist them at a mo-
ment's warning. Several of them
stated to me that they bad gona so
far as to prepare arms for their slaves
and instruct them in their use, and how
to tict when the worst comes to tlio
worst. While at Drownsvillo, Ten.
ucssee, I addressed a letter to school
lonelier, Mr. II , and ho camo
lo Drownsvillo to see me.

He says there is no avocation in
which a man can do so much good
for our cause as that of schoolteaeh-ing- ,

because all the country around
have so much confidence in a school
teacher who conducts himself right.
He says that the largo majority of
coloicd people in hi part of the Mate
are reatly to take up arms at a t's

warning, ami a largo number
of whites nro reatly lo join them.
He says we must send out more well
qualified men to the South as school
teachers, and work them in every-
where, lie gave me a letter of in-

troduction to your friend Mr. Palmer,
who is an extensive fanner near Shel-
by Depot, on tho Drownsvillo Rail
Road. I did not get out at that de-

pot, for on enquiring of a passenger
in the cars, I learned that Mr. Palmer
did not then live on his plantation, on
account (if a dillioulty between him-

self and wife aud an injunction on his
property, and a writ pending a di-

vorce, and that ho would bo hard to
find so I concluded to go on. When
1 arrived at Memphis, 1 accidentally
met with Mr. Palmer at the hotel
where I stopped. J handed him Mr.
II. 's letter. After reading it he cor-
dially tdiook my hand, nnd invitod mo
to take a walk with him, Wo went
up to a place on tho bank of the river
called the old Navy Y'ard, and took a
seat on some bags in a secluded place,
where he said .ve could talk freely.-H- o

said he had sincerely sympathized
with you, Captain, in all your troubles,
as he had been a martyr of slave hol-

ders himself. He said lie had been
working silently, but steadilv, for our
co use for two years, and that ho had
married a widow w ho bad a number
of slaves, for tho purpose of establish
ing linnsell in the good opinion nnd
confidence of the slave-holder- s about
him. That he had at first intended
at tho lirst good opportunity, to trans- -

ler all the slaves ho had got in lus
possessioi. by marrying, to our friends
by way ot Cincinnati; anu thai tie iiau
a great many more, belonging to his
neighbors, that were ready to go with
them; but a difficulty had occurred
between himself and wife, and that
she had, wilh the secret advice of sev-

eral slaveholders and scoundrels about
his plantation, suddenly rjected bini
from the place, and without a mo-men- t's

warning. That ho was still
sucing her for his rights by marriage ;

and that the Supreme Court had giv
en a decree in bis favor : and that ho
would sooa bo in possession of bis
slaves again; and that when he again '

got full control of them ho would, at
a favorable moment, arm them nnd '

between four and Gvo hundred more,
and make a Rtart in tho rtight time" '
lrom Memphis ; that ho bad I'ncnJs in
Cincinnati who had promised t have '
one ot trie largest and swiftest steam
ers on tho river sent to tio up nJ(
wait forthem at the mouth of litehla
